Ncwmarket— The budget for 1948, with a drop to 
45 mills from the 47 mill rate last year, was adopted at 
the town council meeting on Monday night. Deputy- 
Reeve J. L, Spitettc, chairman of the finance committee, 
said that the increased $225,000 assessment assumed by 
the industries on the 1917 tax rate can be credited for 
the reduction in this year's rate. 

"I don't know of any municipality that has boon 
able to cut the tax rate this year, although a few have 
held the line," said 31ft Spiltette. 

Reeve A. D. Evans said that the $10,000 increased 
revenue from five of the six largest industries in town 
means three mills. There was an exceptionally heavy 
school rate last year caused by new heating equipment 
and the mill rate went up ten mills "so we thought we 
would go easier this year," he said. 

The 45 mills tax rate is divided into 22.8 mills for 
general rates, 12.2 for public and separate schools, 2.(5 
for maintenance and debenture (exclusive of water- 
works debenture), 3.7 for county rate, 3,5 for high % 
school and .7 for relief. 

The 1948 -grants to the various town organizations 
are as follows: recreation commission §500 (requested 
$1.000) ; Citizens* Band $800; Women's Institute $500; 
Tennis club $50; hard ball $25; Boy Scout Association 
$25; Horticultural Society $100 (requested $200); and 
the Boy Scout flag $25.

Newmarket — The demand for 
workers in all industries and in 
the construction business has 
shown an increase, according to 
a report from the employment 
office. The most marked in- 
crease is in the construction 
business. 

The industries" have a slightly 
greater need for male workers 
and it is expected that there will 
bo a greater demand for young 
women capable of being trained 
for semi-skilled factory work. A 
number of experienced tannery 
workers laid off by Col lis Lea- 
ther, Aurora, in the early spring 
have been recalled. Construc- 
tion has the greatest need for 
skilled carpenters with trim ex- 
perience but there is no great 
demand for unskilled workers. 

There is less construction go- 
ing on now than nt the same 
time Inst year but more is ex- 
pected soon with n lower rate 
than last year. Contracts have 
been called for 50 low rental 
houses in Newmarket, nnd work 
is expected to start soon on re- 
placing the bridge over the Jer- 
sey River. The two projects 
will probably lake much of the 
semi- nnd unskilled labor 
around here. 

There Is a shortage of service 
labor which promises to lie more 
acute as the summer season pro- 
gresses. Summer resort employ- 
ers will find a greater shortage 
than last year as student labor 
will not be available in as large 
numbers, according to the pres- 
ent indications.

Winter protection may now he 
removed from the garden, the 
soil cultivated and well-rotted 
manure or commercial fertilizers 
applied. Dead foliage and stems 
should be burned in order to 
check disease and insect pests, 
which they harbor. Perennials 
which have been heaved by frost 
should be pressed back into the 
soil. Apply fertilizers very spar- 
ingly near irises and lilies. 

The most common method of 
propagating perennials is by di- 
vision of clumps, the main crown 
being cut into a number of piec- 
es, discarding the oldest and all 
diseased parts, replanting the 
young, vigorous portions. Plants 
should be divided before growth 

is well under way. 

The least expensive manner 
\ for amateurs to secure a stock of 
plants is from seeds. Secure 
sound, mature seeds from a re- 
liable seedsman. Avoid sickly 

plants by destroying unsound 
and shrivelled seeds. Provide 
I good drainage in the flats and use 
light, sandy soil with well pul- 
verized leaf mould. The more 
: porous the soil and its ability to 
j hold moisture, the better will be 
I results. Too much moisture 
j should be avoided and watering 
lis best done in the morning. A 
; free circulation of air is neces- 
« sary, and if crowded, the seed- 
j lings should be thinned out A 
few days before transplanting, 
j flats should be thoroughly aired, 
> End water supply cut down in 
(order to harden off the plants. 
Transplanting should be done on 
a cloudy or dull day. Air hot- 
beds and cold frames on warm, 
sunny days, to prevent damping 

off. 

Perennials such as iris, phlox, 
lily of the valley, gailiardia, 
aquelegia, delphiniums and hel- 
enium may be successfully trans- 
planted in spring. Plants- which

color, foliage, berries and flow- 
ers, and include dogwoods, spir- 
aea aurea and golden elder. The 
ornamental effect of good flow- 
ering . shrubs will prove a valu- 
able addition to the home 
grounds. 

In planting, roots should never 
be permitted to dry out and 
where there are a number of 

shoots or branches, they should 

be cut back slightly so the roots 
may have an opportunity to take 
hold and provide the top with 
necessary moisture and nourish- 
ment. Top dress with an appli- 
cation of well rotted organic 
matter. AH shrubs show their 
appreciation of a good mulch of 
manure, which should be left on 
all year. As it rots, it may be 
cultivated into the soil. 

Shrubs which bloom in spring 
and -early summer are best 
pruned immediately after flow- 
ering, by simply removing the 
oldest wood on all sides, leaving 
the shrub in a pleasing shape and 
permitting young wood to de- 
velop for flowering the next 
year. This applies to such as 
bridal wreath and golden bells. 
Hydrangeas, which bloom in late 
summer, are pruned in spring. 
Japanese barberry may be 
lightly trimmed to whatever 
shape is desired. When pruning 
lilacs, remove suckers which 
come up beside the parent plant 
and trim back the shrubs after 
flowering, as it blooms on the 

topmost buds-

HOW MUCH MORE WILL IT STANDI 
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Liberals Ready For Election

Mr. Drew's a c I i on in calling an -election on the 
hydro issue was unnecessary. The opinion has grown 
that hydro issue is only a gUise for ulterior motives, 
chief of whicWis Mr. Drew's aspiration towards a larg- 
er field of endeavor such as that offered the federal leader of 
the Progressive Conservative party. There is sufficzent talk 
of a Toronto clique anxious to unseat Mr. Bracken in favor ot 
Mr Drew to suggest a foundation of fact. The prestige oi 
another victory for Mr. Drew would count for much at a 
federal convention. . ■ - 

But will it be another victory for Mr. Drew? The Liberals 
have been very critical of Mr. Drew's choice of an elecUon date 
and the issue, but that does not mean they do not welcome 
an opportunity to come before the people with an alternative 
to another term under the Progressive^Consen'atives. Mr. 
Farquhar Oliver, provincial Liberal leader, made it quite : evi- 
dent when speaking in Newmarket on Saturday that the 
liberals have a definite platform and are more than willing to 
take it to the voters. 

The Liberal platform as revealed Saturday was shrewdly - 
aimed at the weaknesses of the Drew government »M as 
offering concrete proposals for correcting the faults. Offsetting 
the Progressive-Conservative appointees to the hydro com- 
mission was th e proposal io provide representation from the 
hydro municipalities. Against the vague housing bill of Prem- 
ier Drew, which was withdrawn after the federal government 
claimed the bill made it impossible to carry on with iU 
housing program, there is a concrete Liberal proposal for tax 
relief on new houses. 

When the federal go\'ernment ended the three cents gas- 
oline tax, the Drew government continued it in Ontario. Last 
years budget shows a surplus of §25 million. Hailed by tne 
Progressive-Conservatives as some sort of a financial victory, 
that surplus shows how needless the continuance of the gasoline 
tax actually was. The Liberals promise to do away with it. 
Against the Drew government's decision to grant old age 
pension increases of ten dollars to those who couid prove the 
need for it— 1,965 the full ten dollars, 5,000, less than ten dollars 
and the remaining 82 percent no increase at all up to three 
weeks ago— the Liberals promise, the full ten dollars to all old 
age pensioners, bringing their pensions from S30 to $40, and 
in co-operation with the dominion government, to reduce the 
age limit from 15 to 65 years. 

This is only part of the Liberal program but it well illus- 
trates the point^-that the Liberals are prepared to take concrete 
action to remedy existing wrongs. * r hat is more important, 
however, is that the election of a Liberal government in the 
province offers some guarantee that the 'petty bickering, the 
cheap epithets that have characterized Mr. Drews conversations 
with Ottawa will be brought to an end. 



A Christian And A Gentleman 



The late Levi Weddel was a man who earned in 
full measure the quiet affection and respect of all who 
knew him. He was not particularly prominent in the 
community activities nor did he possess some worldly 

attribute such as wealth or social position. He was a man 
simple in his tastes, quiet and reserved, but possessing a mind 
ox his own. He asked no more of life than that he be able to 
live it as a Christian and a gentleman. The seemingly endless 
number of friends and neighbors who paid their last respects 
to him was testimony of how well he succeeded in his ideal. 

Levi Weddel was a farmer in all the dignity that the term 
is capable of expressing. He was a Jersey breeder of note, 
a member of the York County Crop Improvement Association. 
A progressive man, he was willing to try new methods, new 
crops, to benefit by the experiences of others as well as his 
own. To all his tasks he brought a quiet efficiency and know- 
ledge — and his farm prospered. 

The name he bore is an old one in York county. He 
farmed the same land that was granted his great grandfather, 
John Weddel, in 1808 by King George HI. The original deed 
with its royal seal was a prized possession. The son of the 
late David and Hannah Weddel, he enlarged and built upon 
the foundation that was laid by his pioneer forebears. The 
respect in which he held the heritage of the land continued 
beyond death. His will contained instructions for the pre- 
servation and maintenance of the physical aspects of his land 
which gave it the fertility it possesses. 

Levi Weddel was a man among many. His passing leaves 
this district the poorer.
